Reaction to Sputnik 


It would not seem wise at this 
time for any public figure in Amer­ 
ica to belittle .the fact that the So­ 
viet Union has launched a man 
made satellite. 
We must realize that in terms 
of world reaction to this event, it 
does not much matter whether we 
believed we. were in a race with 
Russia to send a satellite aloft^ or 
whether in time we will launch a 
more efficient one. 
World capitals clearly are im-1 
pressed that the Russians were I 
first. 
They are likely to dismiss ; 
as alibis anything we say to min j 
imize the Soviet accomplishment 
I 
The unhappy reality is that the 
launching 
has put 
considerable 
tarnish on the bright image of 
America as the fountainhead of 
scientific and industrial achieve 
I 
xnent. 
The world know-s now—and is 
not apt to forget—that Soviet sci­ 
ence, particularly 
in rocket re 
search, has been underrated. 
That knowledge is in one sense j 
unsettling. 
For in the nature of 
things, the outside world cannot 
know for certain what Soviet sci 
ents are up to. The mere fact that 
months or even years go by with 
out report of accomplishment may 
not be significant 
Hereafter there 
is bound to be constant guessing 
that the Russians are up to some­ 
thing big—in secret. 
In another sense the knowledge 
is damaging to the United States 
Even if “ Sputnik” tumbles to earth 
long before its allotted time, it will 
hardly fall so low as American 
prestige has sunk around the globe 
Some may feel that people in oth 
er lands are too ready to down 
grade us in this vital field. 
When 
we do demonstrate superiority, it 
occasions no surprise and is often 
resented. 
When we do not, there 
seems in .some places almost an 
eagerness 
to fault our perform 
ance. 
But, whatever the emotional con 
tent of the world’s reaction, there 
cannot be any doubt that the re 
soonse is not favorable to us. 
W e'cannot ignore the reality of 
this reaction as we accommodate 
in many ways to “ Sputnik.’’ 
For 
every time fearful respect for Kus 
Ma advances the cause of this and 
ell free nations is endangered 
If other 
countries 
are not to 
knuckle under to Russia or seek 
a fragile neutrality, they must be 
p.hie to see clearly the great rock 
of American achievement in sci 
m ce and industry. That is their 
security. 
To make of that rock 
a mirage i* to turn that security 
into thin vapors.

school­ 
teachers should he considered as

military 
leaders. 
They produce the brains which de 
velop the weapons. 
In most for 
eign countries, especially Russia, 
» teacher is one of the most re­ 
spected members of the commun­ 
ity. 
He is giver 
special honors 
In this country he has to fight to

keep his salary on a par with the 
high cost of living. 
3. 
Win the people—In handling 
our foreign aid, we work through 
kings and potentates, not the peo­ 
ple. In many countries this makes 
for graft. 
Aid never gets to the 
masses. 
The masses see the rich 
getting richer from American aid 
and they take their resentment 
out on the Uniter* States. 
What little Russian aid has been 
given to foreign nations usually 
js administered so it gets down 
to the people, doesn’t enrich the 
potentates. 
We place too much reliance on 
outmoded feudal systems such as 
that of King Saud of Saudi Arabia. 
His concern fo 
Cadillacs rather 
than people will eventually catch 
up with him. 
Though his system 
can’t last, we are betting all our 
diplomatic cards on it 
Our talk about democracy does­ 
n’t stack up when we support dic­ 
tatorships. 
4. 
Less military’ burdens—we 
have got to quit insisting that our 
allies carry crushing military bur 
dens. 
Greece spends 30 per cent 
of its taxes on the military. If part 
\ ere spent on road building, air 
fields, and irrigation projects to 
take un slack unemployment, 
it 
w'ruld have much greater impact 
in battling communism. 
Turkey is almost bankrupt to- 
d- v because it keeps a huge army 
of half a million foot soldiers. Yet 
foot 
soldiers are 
largely out of 
date. 
This may be why Khrush­ 
chev says the Turks could stand 
up against 
Russia for only one 
day. 
Right 
alongside 
Greece 
and 
Turkey, 
communism 
is making 
progress in Bulgaria and Ruman­ 
ia because their standard of liv­ 
ing is improving. 
If we help our 
allies to promote their standard 
of living, communism can make 
no headway. But if we impoverish 
our friends through huge military 
expenditures, communism w’ill in- 
creaso.

For August Totals 
283,954 Persons 


SPRINGFIELD din—The Public 
Aid Commission said today there 
was little change from July to 
August in the number of persons 
receiving public assistance. 
The August caseload totaled 283, 
954 persons, 182 less than the July 
figure. 
Expenditures for August 
totaled $13,881,940. an increase of 
$243,766 over the July figure. 
The increased costs for August 


were caused by higher prices for 
medical care and for some items 
on the cost of living index, the 
commission said. 
The caseloads and expenditures 
for each of the five aid programs 
in August were: 
General assistance, 72.957 per­ 
sons and $2,845,897; old age as­ 
sistance, 85.966 persons and S5,- 
803,184; blind assistance, 3,407 per 
sons and $242,674; disability assist­ 
ance, 13,241 persons and $1,075. 
581; and aid to dependent children, 
109,341 persons aend $3,914,604.
